‘The new Ten Year Transpartation Plan greatly 
resembles the one it succeeded from twa years sgo.

‘maintaining and preserving the existing highway 
and bridge system, replacing or rehabilitating 64 
"ed List’ bridges, and maving ahead with the 
rebuilding and widening of interstate 93 between 

ler and Manchester, t includes $45 milion 
in additional bonding capacty to mave ahead 











towards constructing a new Memorial Bridge. We wil 
continue to work with the State of Maine as a partner 
towards getting this dane for the benefi of the 








‘The Plan continues an emphasis on all modes of 
tansportation, including trans, rall and aviation, 
The listing inthe plan of Capitol Coridor’ reinforces 
the support of the Gavernar and Legislature for 
passenger rll as a priaity 


This Ten Year Plan has 
continued to evaluate needs 
and prize the spending 
Cf limited resources, sets 
reasonable expectations that 
the projects listed wall get dane in the established 
timeframes. I has a madest number af new projects 
(645 milion) that reflect the citizen input and 
prioties outlined in 37 public meetings across the 
state ast fall. 











‘An unfortunate reality s thatthe $2 billion 
plan is not fully funded, and we stil have far 
more transportation needs in New Hampshire 
than anticipated funds to meet those needs. Stil 
tnfunded s the final phase of rebuilding and 
widening 93 from Exit 3 to Manchester 





‘A special legislative commission continues 
to review how transportation is funded in Nes 
Hampshire and plans to issue its teport and possible 
recommendations later this yea. Its increasingly 
abvious that more diversification of funding sources 
for transportation isneeded on both the state and 
rational level in the coming years 





Despite the funding imitations the New Hampshire 
Department of Transporation in 2010s setting 
milestones ofits own forthe future. The debut of

‘As New Hampshire continues ta emerge fram the 
‘economic downturn of the past couple of years, we

Inadition to reduced lines and improved service 
{for E-ZPass customers, the ORT lanes at the Hampton 
Tolls are expected ta improve air qualty by reducing 
‘emissions caused by idling, and reduce diversion to 
altemate routes by improving trafic fow. 

There were no traffic backups on Memorial Day 
Weekend, Half of all af the vehicles that passed 
through the Hampton Tals (160,000 out of 320,000), 
Used the ORT lanes traveling at an average speed of 
62mph 

Following two weeks of final testing and 
construction work, the ORT lanes were permanently 
‘opened in the early moming hours of June 17. Ata 
fibboan-cutting ceremeny recognizing the milestone, 
Gavernor Jahn Lynch praised the NHDGT for 
Implementing the new highway speed tlls 

“Through technology, and with determination 
and clear vision, trafic jams at the Hampton tals 
are now a thing ofthe past,” Governor Lynch said 
“What a tremendous difference this is gaing to make 
forthe peaple who use this raad an weekends and 
‘every day throughout the year. I's going to improve 
safety, help with economic development, alleviate 
Unwanted traffic diversion onta local roads and help 
reduce harmful emissions from idling vehicles" the 
Gavernor added.

Rock Slide

Like the “Old Man of the 
Mountain’ several years before, 
the large pieces of rack broke off 
in the early morning hours of a 
spring day in New Hampshire, 
Like the Old Man, this much less 
famous rock face was probably 
a victim of hundreds of New 
England winters 

The rockslide an NH Route 10 
in Orford near the Pietmant tow 
line occurred at about 6:15 AM on 
‘March 25, It was apparently heard 
by a resident in Pietmant Village 
two miles away. Three very large 
chunks of granite fll inta the itch 
line. Left behind on the rock face 
was a precarious looking piece of 
ledge that had to be addressed, 
thus forcing a road closure and 
detour that extended into 
Vermont.

Bil Cintan was stilin his first term in the White 
Hause when Dan Lyford began as the NHDOT 
project manager far the 1-89 Ext 20 interchange 
reconstruction project in Lebanon in 1996, 





The project aimed at addressing congestion issues 
along a busy commercial corridar an NH 12A near 
he Connecticut River and the Verrnant state line has 
taken a few twists and tums over the past 14 years 
But Lyford says the project now under construction 
2010 actually closely resembles what was fist 
presented ata 1999 public hearing, 

“The origina plan was bigger with more propery 
and business impacts along Route 12A," Don Lyford 
recalls. In response to concems expressed by the 
City of Lebanon and the business community, the 
project was scaled back to just the interchange 

The project involves the reconstruction and 
widening of Route 12A from 5 to 7 lanes at Ex 
of|-89 to improve traffic flow. It also involves the 
construction of a new connector road that will 
connect the Upper Valley Plaza and the K-Mart Plaza, 
Which involves the construction ofan underpass 
Under 89,

"An intial one page agreement forthe eventual 
shared maintenance of the connector road between 
the state, the city and the two shopping plazas grew 
to an eight page document before it was accepted 
byall parties” Lyford says, 

The fist of three summer construction seasons for 
the $203 milion project wil see the demolition of 
the existing F89 southbound bridge aver Route 12, 
and the construction of a new langer bridge. Works 
also underway on the new connector road and utility 
relocation.
